U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kissinger’s proposals deli¬ 
vered at the UNCTAD meeting in Nairobi yesterday are to be 
commended for the healthy spirit of cooperation they embody. 
It will take time to study the practicality and merits of the 
Kissinger proposals, and it will be a while yet before the gist 
of the U.S. programme and that of the Third World, as em¬ 
bodied in the Manila Declaration, are wedded into a mutually 
agreeable and beneficial concensus on the best way to pro¬ 
mote economic progress and health in both the developing na¬ 
tions and the world’s industrialised powers. 

What we welcome now is the underlying spirit of the 
American programme presented yesterday in Nairobi. How far 
indeed we have come from the days of winter 1973, when 
Henry Kissinger spoke of litte else besides forming a bloc 
of industrial states to face up to what he saw as a threat from 
the oil producers of the world, a threat he said would someday 
have to be countered, perhaps, with military force. Since those 
days, the western industrial states have proven the strength 
and the resilience of their economic systems. Except for the 
nagging anomalies of Britain and Italy, the other states of the 
OECD have generally reduced their inflation rates, reduced 
unemployment, increased productivity and, in many cases, 
have capitalised on the economic emergence of the OPEC sta¬ 
tes to secure for themselves some new and lucrative export 
markets. In short, there has not been a collapse of the inter¬ 
national economic system, but rather there has been some¬ 
thing of an awakening to the realities of the contemporary 
world. 

One of these realities is the profound interdependence of 
nations and people, an interdependence most dramatic in the 
case of commodity production, exports, processing and con¬ 
sumption. It is no longer possible, to put thing s simply, to 
expect the people of Saudi Arabia, Indonesia, Iran, Nigeria and 
Venezuela — to name only a few — to indiscriminately deplete 
their limited reserves of oil, in most cases the only commodity 
of value they possess, in order that old ladies in Florida may 
have the luxury of riding air conditioned two-ton cars to go 
watch flood-lit dog races at night If this is a tendentious 
example, it is because it illustrates the ludicrous streak in in¬ 
ternational trade relationships that has unfortunately marked 
the full history of these relationships. It is this fact that the 
United States has come to appreciate, and it is this invalid 
state of affairs that Mr. Kissinger’s proposals seek to make 
more logical and more reasonable: 

We praise the spirit of apparent understanding that has 
slowly come to prevail in the Ford Administration, and look 
for it to prevail also in other forums where the nations of the 
world are meeting to discuss economic matters of universal 
concern and importance. 

We maintain a healthy dose of suspicion, however, about 
the full implications of the Kissinger proposals, particularly 
those that relate to increased investment of private foreign 
capital in the industrial exploitation of developing states’ natu¬ 
ral resources. But these details will be worked out in the mar¬ 
ketplace and in the negotiating forums of the world. If all this 
Is to lead us towards more equitable, profitable and productive 
economic relationships, it will only do so with an abundance 
of antecedent good will and good faith. This is something we 
have gleaned from Henry Kissinger's proposals in Nairobi yes¬ 
terday, and if it is the only thing that eventually remains from 
his programme, it shall be a good contribution and a good 
precedent.

The paper continues : ‘This 
should prompt us to persist more 
in furthering coordination and 
mutual assistance between the Sy¬ 
rian and Jordanian leaderships 
and peoples alike.” 

Tt behoves the other Arab co¬ 
untries to imitate Amman and 
Damascus in their nationalist tre¬ 
nd that has proved its effective¬ 
ness in accelerating the two co¬ 
untries’ development and unity 
and in building up joint forces 
that serve as a mighty weapon 
for the Arab nation at large,” 
the paper concludes. 

AI Rai paused on one point in 
the two Israeli leaders' stateme¬ 
nts, in winch they expressed the 
belief that Israel’s present positi¬ 
on promises to bring about sati¬ 
sfactory peaceful settlements with 
the Arabs...

The expected Israeli tr¬ 
ibulations during the next decade 
would not come to an end with 
the expected peace negotiations, 
because there would be no justifi¬ 
cation for reaching the Israeli 
sought-out negotiations as long 
as the Arabs refuse to yield or 
surrender to the Israeli conditi¬ 
ons." 

Syria Thursday observed the 
61st anniversary of Martyrs Day, 
marking the execution by hangi¬ 
ng of 16 Syrian and Lebanese na¬ 
tionalist leaders by order of the 
Turkish General Ahmed Jamal Pa¬ 
sha, nicknamed the *blood-shed- 
der\ during the First World 
War. 

Commemorating the event, 71c- 
hrin daily of Damascus recalls 
that the anniversary has come 
at a time when plentiful blood is 
still being shed in Lebanon’s pre¬ 
sent civil strife. It says real ma¬ 
rtyrdom is death in fighting the 
enemy. But the tragic thing about 
Lebanon is that most of the spil¬ 
led blood is that of innocent peo¬ 
ple who -did not know why they 
were dying...! 

AI Thawra describes the marty¬ 
rs as the most esteemed and re¬ 
vered among mankind. They are 
the pride of their countries. Ma¬ 
rtyrs are the ‘bridge’ linking the 
past and present history of their 
nation.

Instead of 
wntog the grass outright, he says 
a growth retardant could be us¬ 
ed so that the grass will recover 
and be available for grazing again 
after the com has been harvested. 
No-till, he points out, opens ste¬ 
eper and otherwise highly erod- 
able areas to grain cultivation. 

Water, while a renewable reso¬ 
urce, is distinctly and be¬ 

coming increasingly scarce around 
the world, the .National Research 
Council points out. While agricul¬ 
ture's demands are rising rapidly, 
urban, industrial, and recreational 
needs for water to the United Sta¬ 
tes are increasing at. a much grea¬ 
ter rate. 

So the councfi hps.cased for re¬ 
search into and ' development of 
techniques to : store as much ex¬ 
cess water as possible and pre¬ 
vent runoff into the sea; drain 
for removal and storage water 
from individual fields; harvest wa¬ 
ter through better watershed ma¬ 
nagement; cut back on evapora¬ 
tion; recycle city water. 

Some 4£ trillion gallons of wa¬ 
ter a day falls on the United 
States, of which almost three- 
quarters transpires or evaporates. 
Wind breaks, soil co ver s, and 
such ttN^KnjfpiBwy as no-till culti¬ 
vation cut back on evap o r a tion 
from the soiL 

Much of the hope for a future 
of plenty, though, to laid at the 
geneticists* door. Plants with still 
more vigorous growth , more tole¬ 
rance of heat and cold, higher 
food value, and an ability to grow 
well on less water and reduced 
fertiliser are bring asked of the 
geneticist. Similar requirements 
are being sought to ■wfrnaf-* 

It to a tough but not impossible 
task. An increase in the under¬ 
standing of photosynthesis (the 
process by which plants take the 
sun's energy and translate it into 
food and fibre will brip. 

Corn, the showpiece of genetic 
accomplishments, still has not re- 
ach ed fu ll potential, according to 
Dr WHHam L. Brown, a genetic¬ 
ist and executive vice-president 
with the Pioneer Seed Company. 

FTom 45 bushels an acre 40 
years ago, com now yields aro- 
und-140 boshris-on. .good., lands. 
Last summer Herman Warsaw of 
Say brook, Illinois, set a new re¬ 
cord with 338 bushels to the acre. 

Currently, a much-taDced-about 
achievement (Farm Journal des¬ 
cribes it as. a “breakthrough”) to 
in wheat. The discovery recently 
of a new d warf gene has enabled 
breeders to lower and strengthen 
the stalk of wheat plants. Previ¬ 
ously, the spindly wheat plant 
would fall over if fertilised en¬ 
ough to produce a heavy ear. The 
new plant can take additional am¬ 
ounts of nitrogen and stiU stand 
upright. 


As with com, wheat holds pro¬ 
mise of responding significantly 
to additional nitrogen. So where 
wheat normally produces 80 bus¬ 
hels an acre under irrigation (40 
under dry-land conditions) the new 
strains have yielded 200 bushels 
under irrigation in Northwest U.S. 
where they were recently intro¬ 
duced. 

Now much wider crosses are 
being pl«wi—i. Already wheat and 
rye have been hybridised in an 
attempt to inject rye’s winter har¬ 
diness and lysine content into 
wheat. Com sorghum is a likely 
cross of the future. If sorghum’s 
remarkable ability to withstand 
drought can be introduced into 
corn, a long, dry summer will no 
longer be the fearsome thing it is 
in the com belt. 

The wheat-rye cross to known 
as tritieale. It is a new genus, 
and many varieties of it with 
widely different characteristics 
can be produced. Low fertility, la¬ 
te maturing, and lodging are am¬ 
ong early weaknesses which have 
been largely overcome, say Jos- 
eph llulse and David Spurgeon of 
the totemational Development Re¬ 
search Centre in Ottawa. 

to Mexico, the best tritieale va¬ 
rieties have outyielded the best 
wheat varieties in both summer 
and winter plantings. There have 
been similar successes in India 
and Ethiopia so that Messrs. Hul- 
se and Spurgeon feel that tritieale 
will soon become an important 
food crop. 

According to a 1967 report in 
Crop Science, Bermuda grass with 
a 10 per cent increase in digesti¬ 
bility produced a 30 per cent in¬ 
crease to the weight gained by 
grazing steers compared with 
others on standard Bermuda grass. 
Very little genetic work on forage 
grasses has been done in the past, 
the National Research Council po¬ 
ints out, but'improved rangelands 
could become “one of the great¬ 
est untapped sources of feed for 
livestock.” 

Cattle, sheep, and goats are 
valuable far converting grasses, 
nutritionally useless to man. Into 
protein. And grass along with 
corn-stalk silage will become the 
principal animal feed as more gra¬ 
in is diverted for human-food. - 

Meanwhile, a new hybrid co¬ 
uld become the beef-producing 
animal of the future. This cross 
between cattle and the American 
buffalo (bison) can gain weight 
more rapidly than cattle on rough 
forage. 

For years such crosses had 
failed becans* toe offspring were 
sterile. But persistent experiment¬ 
ing by D. C. Basrio, a California 
breeder, finally produced fertile 
calves. Now the breed can repro¬ 
duce itself. It promises less ex¬ 
pensive steaks to the future. 

Geneticists also hope to cut 


dependence on chemical fertiliser. 
A variety of bacteria and blue- 
green algae fix nitrogen from the 
air. By a conservative estimate, 
these organisms are thought to 
fix 175 million tons of nitrogen 
around the world each year, in¬ 
cluding an estimated 90 million 
tons on agricultural sofl. 

Thafs not enough, so 40 million 
tons of commercial nitrogen ferti¬ 
liser are manufactured each year 
to augment nature’s bounty. Un¬ 
fortunately, chemically produced 
nitrogen cons u mes vast amounts 
of expensive energy. 

Bacteria in symbiosis with legu¬ 
mes, such as beans and peas, fix 
atmospheric nitrogen in the soil 
for the plant’s benefit. And now 
test-tube systems are being used 
to transfer genes for symbiosis 
with these bacteria, from legumes 
to nonlegumes such as .cereal 
crops. 

. At the same time naturally oc¬ 
curring bacteria that fix nitrogen 
for grasses have been discovered 
along with others that do the 
same thing in the heartwood of 
decaying trees. 

Geneticists work with bacteria, 
too. So with the basic materials 
now available, improved strains 
of nitrogen—fixing agents can be 
developed. Finally, there is hope 
for less energy-intensive chemical 
systems for fixing atmospheric 
nitrogen through the use of new 
catalysts. 

While only one-fifth of the ener¬ 
gy consumed by the United States 
to used on the form as a whole, 
savings on farms can be made.

British wine growing flourishes again 


Light on blood 


Most people can probably ram- 
member shinning a torchlight th¬ 
rough their fingers, as chUdren. 
The blood showed up a rich pink. 
The same idea is now being used 
to measure heartbeat, by Interna¬ 
tional Research Development Ltd. 
of Newcastle. 

The firm has developed an op¬ 
toelectronic transducer, called the 
Orr Transducer, that could be us¬ 
ed for example, on the back of a 
wristwatch, for continuously mon¬ 
itoring human heartbeat. Light 
from the tranducer illuminates 
the skin at some point and pene¬ 
trates the subcutaneous tissue, 
which is rich to Wood. Reflected 
light from this layer to detected 

by the transducer and shows am¬ 


plitude modulation caused |Qr rhy¬ 
thmic changes to blood obsdfption 
to the tissue as the heart' pumps 
the blood through. The?' : signal is 
processed electronically and dis¬ 
played. 

A monitor of this sort can easi¬ 
ly be fitted toto a wris^.'^cL.

Britain to enjoying a wine renais¬ 
sance. This does not mean that the 
British are rediscovering the plea¬ 
sure of drinking wine. They dis¬ 
covered that maty centuries ago, 
and have never ceased enjoying 
it Today they are demonstrating 
that they ^nainteln vineyards 
as successfully as other European 
countries, and that this to not a 
new tiling. 

Vines were probably planted to 
Britain m The" third cfentuxy AJJ^ 
during the Roman administration, 
and viticulture was practised fa 
England for 900 years, though 
some times largely by the mona¬ 
steries. 

The decline began when Henry 
II became king in 1154. Two years 
previously he married Eleanor of 
Aquitaine, thereby gaining control 
of half France, including the vine¬ 
yards of Bordeaux. His kingdom 
stretched vast distances on both 
skies of the Channel, and it bec¬ 
ame cheaper to transport wine 
from France than to grow vines 
in England. ; fc - 

That went on : fqe 300 years, and 
then Joan of Arc’s military prow¬ 
ess opened the way for the French 
to reclaim France, and the Englis h 
lost the vtoeyards. The monaster¬ 
ies continued to cultivate their 
own, but these vanished to the 
16th century at the dissolution of 
the monasteries by Henry vm. 

For 400 years, England was 
viticultarally barren. The climb 
back began to 1951 through a bold 
step by & roan whose name is now 
a by-word among vine growers. 
Sir Guy Salisbuxy-Jones. He plan¬ 
ted an acre with vines on a south- 
facing slope in Hambledon^a pretty 
village near Winchester and clai¬ 
med to be the birthplace of the 
most English of games, cricket- 
Big rounded hills protect the dis¬ 


trict from winds, which vines 
dislike. 

Critics forecast disaster, but 
they were wrong. Sir Guy had 
done his homework, and knew a 
grower must make sure his vines 
will like the soiL The Hambledon 
vineyard has expanded to 4£ acres 
and its wines are drunk in Paris— 
you could scarcely hope for a 
higher compliment than that. His 
wines are also carried on the liner 
‘Queen Elizabeth 2’. 

Sir Guy’s pioneer work encou¬ 
raged others to establish vineyards 
and there are now over 100, occu¬ 
pying more than 400 acres in 
various parts of England and 
Wales. If you were to make a 
tour of these vineyards you would 
enjoy a tremendous variety of 
scenery, from the spectacular 
Cronish coast up to the wild Peak 
District of Derbyshire. 

You would travel through the 
gently undulating countryside of 
East Anglia, where you would find 
the biggest block of vineyards in 
England, Suffolk Vineyards Ltd., 
covering 30 acres; and you would 
find yourself admiring the very 
special beauty of Pembroke-shire 
in south-west Wales. Lord Mon¬ 
tagu has vines on his Beaulieu 
estate in the New Forest, produc¬ 
ing a very drinkable wine; and 
there are other vineyards across 
the waters of the Solent on the 
Isle of Wight. Mr. James Barrett, 
a prominent member of the Eng¬ 
lish Vineyards Association, has 10 
productive acres at Felsted to 
Essex, 44 miles north-east of 
London. 

At Horam in Sussex the Merry- 
down Wine Company first planted 
vines 20- years ago, and they also 
make wine for some 20 other 


growers. More good wine is prod¬ 
uced at Pilton Manor, near the 
Mendip Hills in Somerset; and 
133 miles north of London 300 
vines are prospering in the grou¬ 
nds of the Bishop’s Palace at Lin¬ 
coln — they were a gift from 
Neustadt, Ltocodn’s German twin- 
city. 

Scotland, the land of whisky, 
has so far considered itself too 
northerly for wine producing, this 
line of thought will not last. There 
are warm areas to west Scotland 
and as a subtropical garden flouri¬ 
shes to one of them Scots will not 
lag behind for long to the cultivat¬ 
ion of the vine. 

The wines which come from 
British vineyards are white, and 
they come sweet, dry and medium 
dry. They are good quality, comp¬ 
aring favourably with European 
white wines; as yet there is no 
British via ordinaire. (BTA)
